The Original Declaration of Independence 
Celebrated. 


SENATOR HILL ORATOR OF THE DAY. 


A Magnificent Turn-Out of North 
Carolina Citizenry 


TO CELEBRATE THEIR FATHERS’. DEEDS. 


The Old North State Moved in Advance o 
the Rest of the Continent in Mstab- 
lishing Independence. 


Charlotte, N. C., May 20.—(Special.)— 
This has been a great day for Charlotte. 
Probably at no time in the history of the 
city has such a large crowd been gathered 
together here. 

There are fully 40,000 people on Meck- 
lenburg soil, to celebrate the 117th anni- 
versary of the signing of the 
Mecklenburg declaration of independ- 
ence. The day was begun with the firing 
of a salute from the Hotchkiss. gun of 
the naval battalion at daylight, and very 
shortly thereafter the streets were alive 
with people. The decorations were con- 
spicuous in all directions, and no city 
ever greeted a celebration in a more 
truly festive attire. 

Senator Hill Present. 

Senator David B. Hill, of New York, 
had arrived the previous night, and with 
his party was quartered at the Buford 
hotel. With Senator Hill were Senators 
Ransom and Gray, Congressman Austin 
Lathrop, of New York, Congressman 
S. B. Alexander, of North Carolina, Con- 
gressman H. H. Rockwell, of Elmira, N. 
Y., Hon. Elias Carr, of North Carolina, 
and Judge Daniel F. McMann, of New 
York. -°* 

At 11 o’clock Senator Hill and party 
were escorted to the Central hotel bal- 
cony, from which point Senator Hill re- 
viewed the military parade. It was a re- 
markably fine one and the splendid 
appearance of the troops was commented 
on favorably by the senator. There were 
1,000 troops in line. The procession was 
headed by Colonel Anthony and staff, 
followed by the Fourth regiment band. 
Then came the Fayetteville Light Infan- 
try, the Cabarrus Black Boys, the Colum- 
bia Zouavesj the Southern Stars, the 
Greensboro company, the Concord drum 
corps, the Shelby company, the Dallas 
Guards, the Naval Battalion band ,the 
Hornets’ Nest Riflemen, the Queefs City 
Guards, the Charlotte Naval Battalion, 
divisions of the Gatling gun, Hotchkiss 
gun and torpedo corps and the Continen- 
tals. Senator Hill delivered the oration at 
the auditorium this afternoon. Five thous- 
and people were in the building. He was 
introduced by Senator Ransom, and his 
name was ‘greeted with prolonged cheer- 


ing. 
The Senator’s Speech. 

Senator Hill reviewed the history of the 
Mecklenburg declaration of independence. 

We stand upon historic ground! A birthday 
of liberty! The birthplace of liberty! 

It was a sublime and heroic action. It was 
without an example in the history of the 
world. What a page in the history of these 
United States of America! 

Speaking about the declaration itself, he 
said: 

This great decision of the Mecklenburg fore- 
fathers, I say, bears every mark of the high- 
est style of self-government. 

Of pure penne gs 8 there is no finer type. 

No orders came thundering down from the 
seat of centralized power. They conversed 
with one another and determined their course 
in this county of Mécklenburg, and then 
staked the fortunes and the lives of freeme 
as of less value than their liberty. : 


Liberty to do what? : 

Liberty to establish justice and: maintain ft; 
liberty to surround and guard their own social 
order with all their united force; liberty to 
keep off the encroachments of the officers of 
government, by keeping.in hand the sum and 
methods of taxation and holding the tenure 
of the officer at the pleasure of his constitu- 


ents. 

Concluding, Senator Hill said: 

We should not be unmindful of the fact that 
we are the custodians of a sacred trust. Let 
us distinguish our discharge of that trust by 
the performance of deeds worthy to be remem- 
bered, and those which will surely advance the 
welfare and promote the progress of our com- 
mon country. Let us not endeavor to win laurels 
by war. Brighter than any which we can 
hope to secure in this field have already been 
gathered by our fathers. Let us make this 
period an unexampled time of peace, an era 
of improvement, an age of reason. Let benefi- 
cent acts and philanthropic works abound 
everywhere. Let us excel.in public virtue and 
private integrity, in the development of our 
vast resources, in the spread of education, 
in the promotion of religion, in the advance- 
ment of the arts, and in the cultivation of a 
fraternal spirit. Let this be the era of good 
feeling, of higher national standards, of broad- 
er public purposes, and larger conception of 
political duties. 

By these noble aims and lofty purposes we 
shall best promote the cause of good gov- 
ernment everywhere, and evidence our appre- 
ciation of the services and sacrifices of our 
revolutionary sires and of all the glorious 
memories which cluster around our early in- 
dependence days. . | 

The Story of the Declaration 

In the spring of 1775 hs public 
meetings were heldin Mecklenburg county. 
North Carolina, at which the oppressive 
measures of the Briush government were 
freely discussed.

It Waé Ahead’ of thé Leaders. 


The declaration was cartied by Captain 
Jack to the continental congress at ila- 
delphia early in» June, and ‘would have 
been spread wpon the mijnutas of that 
body had it not been engaged at that time 
in preparing a petition of reconciliation to 
the king. To have published the Mecklen- 
burg declaration or have allowed it to ap- 

ar in any way in their proceedings would 

ave annulled their petition. Hence the 
resolves were suppressed. On’ the, return 
of Captain Jack, he reported that congress 
individually manifested their entire appro- 
bation of the conduct of the Mecklenburg 
citizens,, but deemed it premature to lay 
the resolves officially before the house. 
The pe was debated through - the 
month of June and on July 8, 1775, was 
signed by every member of congress, pray- 
ing for redress of grievances as British sub- 
jects in the humblest terms, and referring 
to the accusations which had been made in 
England that they desired separation, they 
declared: 

“We have not raised armies with the am- 
bitious design of separating from Great 
Britain and establishing independent 
states.”’ 

At the same time an address of like im- 
port was drawn up, and signed, to the peo- 
ple of Great Britain, a species of appeal 
from the king and parliament, which had 
been made en more than one occasion al- 
ready. These documents, containing the 
unanimous expression of denial by  con- 
gress of aspiring to independence, were 
dispatched to England by Richard Penn, 
a grandson of the founder of Pennsylva- 
nia, himself an ex-governor, and a brother 
of her then chief magistrate. Upon Peun's 
arrival in England, he procured the peti- 
tion to the king to be presented through 
Lord Dartmouth, the colonial secretary, 
who informed Penn that no answer would 
be_ returned. 

This is the history of the Mecklenburg 
declaration which was celebrated today.

$1,500,000 DAMAGE IN ONE VALLEY. 


The Mississippi River Overflowing 
Its Banks. 


‘THE SITUATION AROUND ST. LOUIS. 


Millions of Feet of Lumber May Be Swept 
Away-—The Railroad Tracks 
Washed Out. 


Omaha, Neb., May 20.—A special to The 
Bee from Sioux City, written since mid- 
night, says the total damage done by the 
flood has not been overestimated. The 
damage, including that to railroads in 
Floyd valley for thirty miles, will be at 
least a million and a half dollars. The city 
is still without gas or electricity. The rail- 
roads put men to work to clear the tracks 
and switch yards today, agreeing to pay 
$1.25 per day. After working a short time 
the men struck for $1.50. All acceded 
and the men went to work again. In about 
an hour they struck a second time, demand- 
ing $2. Only the Milwaukee company ac- 
ceded, and most of the men quit. 

The Situation at St. Louls. 

St. Louis, May 20.—With a hard wind 
blowing at a late hour last night, the Mis- 
sissippi river was at a standstill, but 
this gives no hope to the flood suf- 
ferers. for before 2 fall can 
possibly take place, the up-river rise will 
reach here and add a new chapter to the 
suffering already inflicted upon the people 
living ‘n’ the flooded districts. In north 
St. Louis nearly ten million feet of lumber 
is floating about, almost ready to go down 
the river if the current sets into the west 
strongly enough. St.. Louis county, north 
and west of the eity, is still under water. 

Across the river and below the city, at 
East Carondelet, the situation is worse 
than it has been before thought possible. 
The levee broke at: 11:30 o'clock p. m. 
yesterday, and, in ten minutes, there was 
four fot of water in every house in the lit- 
tle. hamlet. Many hcuses were carried 
away, but, so far as known, no lives were 
lost. 

Railroad tracks are all washed out for 
thousands of feet near the Venice belt 
crossing. 

At East St. Louis, there is no change; at 
Brooklyn, Ill., opposite the northern end 
of this city, backwater from below has 
completely isolated the little village, which 
is now under twenty to thirty feet of water. 

In south St. Louis, the damage already 
done is almost beyond belief. Many man- 
ufacturers are menaced, while others have; 
for the past ten days, been shut down one 
by one as the waters rosé. Over twelve 
thousand people in this section of town 
have been thrown out of work. The dam- 
age in this portion of the city will exceed 
$2,000,000. : 

The steamer, Idle Wild, from down the 
river, reports rescuing ten families from 
Connor’s islands, which are now completely 
overflowed.

DEACON GETS ONE YEAR. 


The Great Social Scandal on Trial 
Nice. 


Nice, May 20.—Deacon, the American 
who slew Abeille for intimacy with. his 
wife, was today sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment. A large number of French 
journalists and some _ representatives. of 
foreign _hewspapers were present. The 
benches in the gallery at the end of the 
hall were occupied by ladies attired in ele- 
gant toilets. The weather was warm, and 
as the crowd sat in the courtroom the tem- 
perature rose and the place became almost 
suffocating. 

This drawback had no effect upon the 
eagerness of the ladies to listen to,the pro- 
ceedings. They sat, calmly fanning them- 
selves throughout the session, paying the 
closest attention to everything that was 
done and said. The crowd in the gallery 
was composed almost entirely of members 
of the aristocratic circle of Nice. Barely 
a dozen Americans or Englishmen could be 


seen. , 
The Abeille family, though not taking any 
art in the proceedings, were represented 
y Maitre Lairelle. Mrs.; Deacon, although 

she had been formady cited to appear, was 

not present. 
He Tells His Story. 


Deacon, on invitation of the court, gave a 
history of his entire married life and his 
story of the killing. Lis French being im- 
perfect, he testified in English. His story 
and that of the clerk of the hotel where 
a was killed have been many times 
told. 

Deacon alluded to numerous letters Mrs. 
Deacon had written to him since the 
tragedy. Here the president asked: 

“She wrote you sricially on May a, 
asking you to pardon ker for the sake o 
your children?’ 

To this Deacon rephcd: “I have had re 
peated loving letters from her written in 
that sense.”’ 

‘rhe president said: “li is not I who would 
that you refuse her pardon, but if her con- 
fession is sincere, it appears to-me that she 
has quickly forgotten the tragic death of 
Abeille. .Although you sbould come together 
again, there would always remain between 
you the phanton »f your victim.”

They then went to the new police station 
and here met resistance. The police had 
been warned and a cordon stretched across 
the street armed with Winchester rifles.

Captain Clack ordered the police to drive 
the mob back into the public square, one 
hundred yards up the street, and this was 
done. A general riot alarm was rung in 
and all the police in the city called to the 
scene. 


They Are Determined. 


The mob had grown to fully fifteen hun- 
dred men, and they were in an angry mood. 
A number of stones were thrown and Cap- 
tain Clack and Lieutenant Casteen received 
painful and severe, though not serious in- 
juries, and Captain Clack was struck in 
the side with a brick, and had two or three 
ribs broken. At midnight the mob stood 
at bay, seeming tu lack a leader. If one 
can be secured there will be bloodshed, as 
the police will fire, if necessary, to prvtecct 
the station. l‘rom their determined attitude 
it is evident that Weems is in the station. 

At midnight the police permitted a com- 
mittee of citizens to inspect the station, and 
as they reported their inability to fing 
Weems the mob began to disperse.

THE GREAT STORM 


Which Swept Over the Island of Mau- 
ritius. 


THE GREAT FUNNEL-SHAPED CLOUD 


Sweeps Along with Death in Its 
Course. 


OVER TWELVE HUNDRED LIVES LOST,- 


And the Probability Is That the Number 
Will Increase, Rather Than Dimin- 
ish, as the Reports Come In. 


London, May 20.—Baron DeWorma, 
parliamentary secretary of the co 
lonial office, read a telegram in the house 
of commons this afternoon, fully confirm- 
ing the report of the terrible disaster af 
Mauritius. The dispatch said that one-third 
of the capital city, Port Lewis, was de 
stroyed. Among the buildings wrecked 
were the royal colleges and twenty-four 
churches. Many sugar mills in the country, 
were completely demolished. In the city 
of Port Lewis alone 600 persons were 
killed. In various country districts thus 
far heard from 300 person lost their lives, 
and these figures are more than likely to be 
added to when the news is received from 
the remote districts in the mountains. It 
is believed that over twelve hundred per 
sons were killed. In Port Lewis alone 
1,000 persons were injured. 

There was no loss of life among the Brit- 
ish troops stationed on the island. Though 
a large part of the crops was destroyed, 
no famine is apprehended. The govern 
ment has, however, taken measures to re- 
lieve the distress that prevails in every 
direction. Order has been restored, but 
the government states that pecuniary assist. 
ance is needed.

The Deacons Held a Conference, and the 
Wet Men Triumphed. 


Ball Ground, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)— 
Ever since the town of Ball Ground voted 
in favor of barrooms, on the first Saturday 
in January last, there has been a general 
state of confusion in the Baptist church at

THE HANGING OF A NEGRO 


For an Assault Upon a Girl of His Own 
Color. 

Covington, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)— 
Pa amg ey colored, was hung here to- 
day, at 12:55 o’clock p. m., for rape, com- 
mitted on a negro girl, about thirteen or 
fourteen years of age, named Leila Aiken. 
His neck was broken by the fall, and death 
ensued in seven minutes. The crime was 
committed near the Georgia railroad, in 
this place, on the night of December 27, 
On the following day Seaborn Smith 

was arrested on suspicion, and, upon a pre- 
liminary trial, was committed to jail. He 
was tried and convicted at the March term, 
1891, of Newton superior court, and sen- 
tenced, by Judge James 8S. Boynton, to 
be hung in May following. Colonel James 
I’. Rogers had been employed to defend 
him, and Judge Boynton appointed Messrs. 
Capers Dickson, of this place, and George 
W. Gleaton, of Conyers, to assist in his 
defense. His counsel moved for a new 
trial, and, upon its refusal, carried the case 
to the supreme court. This tribunal af- 
firmed the judgment of the lower court last 
November, and, at the March term, 1892, 
of Newton superior court, the defendant 
was resentenced by Judge Richard H. 
Clark, today being fixed as the time for 
his execution. On yesterday a petition was 
started by some of his race, asking the 
governor to grant a short respite in order 
that his mental capacity might be investi- 
gated, as it was thought by some that he 
was very weak minded.

Asbury Gentry on Trial Charged with 
the Crime. 


A WATCH WITH A STORY. 


It May Bethe Means by Which the Crime 
Will Be Fastened on Gentry—Thoe 
. Witnesses Speak. 


Buchanan, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)— 
The trial of Asbury Gentry, for the mur 
der of Dick Byrne, was resumed today. 

The first witness: was Dr. Cobb. He 
testified about cutting the balls out of the 
dead man’s head. The body was taken 
up, the second time, about two weeks ago, 
and he and Dr. McDaniel cut ‘the balls 
out. The balls entered the man’s face 
about the mouth. : 

Coroner Jackson testified about the ex- 
amination before the coroner’s jury. 

Mr. Goggins, foreman of the coroners 
jury, was sworn, and stated that he took 
the body out of the water, and found $5.60 
in money and a picture of Byrne’s wife 
in the pockets of the murdered man. 

The Watch Brought In. 

J. M. Stephens, of Oxanna, Ala., swore 
that he traded watches with the defendant 
on March 23d, and gave him $3 to boot. 
The watch he got from Gentry was a 
large, doublecase, silver watch, and had 
the initials K. b. on the outside of the case. 
His wife asked Gentry whose initials were 
on the watch, and he replied that it stood 
for Robert Bailey. On cross examination, 
he said Gentry might have said “It might 
stand for Bailey.” He said he 
thought it was.a Wa 
H. W. Smith. testified about 
trading for the watch on April 4th. 

Another witness testified to seeing the 
watch, and all stated that it had R. 5. on 
the outside of the case. 

Joe Walker, colored, was sworn, and he 
stated that he was an inmate of the Rome 
jail, and was put in jail the day before 
the Gentry boys were. He said Asbury 
told him that he killed the peddler, but 
had beat that case. He had one trial, and 
eame clear. He also said a detective was 
going after the watch, but he got it before 
he got there. On cross examination, wit- 
ness said he had been in the Rome jail 
three times. 

Robert Bailey was introduced, and stated 
that he never sold Gentry a watch. In 
answer to a question, he had a son named 
Robert Bailey, and there might be -other 
men of the same name. 

Jeweler Halls, of Atlanta, stated that he 
repaired Byrne’s watch the last of January, 
and said it had an Illinois watch company’s 
works in it. Did not know about the 
initials on it. 

Charles Darnell testified that he saw two 
men go up the river after the shooting, 
one tall and the other a low mana. 

The Murdered Man’s Widow Testifies. 

C. P. Johnson, a brother-in-law of Byrne, 
identified the articles found on the 
body as belonging to Byrne. e also 
described the watch Byrne wore as a heavy 
double-case silver watch, with R. B. on 
the center of the outside of the case. 

Mrs. Byrne swore that she recognized 
the things found on the dead man’s body 
as her husband’s property. She said she 
had seen the initials on the watch, but did 
not know what letters they were. She 
said the initials were on the inside of the 
case. . 

The defendant’s witnesses will be ex- 
amined tomorrow. He expects to prove an 
alibi, and where he bought the watch.

BUT THEY GOT ONLY TWO DOLLARS. 


Mr. Spinks, the Railroad Agent at Mable- 
ton. Assaulted by Foctpads—He .- 
Drives Them Away. 


A desperate attempt was made night be 
fore last to rob the agent of the East Ten- 
nessee and Georgia Pacific roads at Mable- 
ton. 

And at the same time a vicious assault 
was made upon the night train dispatcher. 

Thursday was pay. day along the Jine and 
on that day Mr. Forest D. Spink. the agent 
of the two roads at Mableton, received be- 
tween six hundied and seven hundred dol- 
lars, which he disburses every month. to 
the track hands, section hands and other 
employes who work about Mableton. ‘That 
afternoon Mr. Spink paid the money over 
to the parties for whom it was interded, 
and later in the day he came to Atlznta, 
where he remained until the Georgia Pacific 
train went out that night at 11 o’clock. On 
that train Mr. Spink went down and as he 
stepped off the train stood beside the track 
until it pulled away. ‘Then he turned about 
and began examining his lights. Just then 
he heard shattered glass falling over some 
thing hard and at the same instant felt a 
terrific blow on the back. The blow was 
sufficient to knock the gentleman down, 
but net hard enough to,stun him. The in- 
stant he struck the ground two men sprang 
upon him and, tearing open his vest, began 
searching his pockets. Mr. Spink grappled 
with one of his assailants and called for 
Mr. Haggard, the train dispatcher, who 
quickly responded. Mr. Haggard’s coming 
frightened the robbers and one ran. Mr. 
Spink, however, held to’the other until Mr. 
Haggard had nearly reached him. But the 
robber was too strong, and succeeded in 
getting away, too. 

It was then that Mr. Spink ascertained 
that Mr. Haggard had been assaulted about 
the same time that he himself was knock- 
ed down, and that the crashing glass was 
caused by some one throwing stones through 
the depot window. 

Mr. Spink had about three hundred dol- 
lars in the hip pocket of his trousers, but 
the footpads did not secure any of the roll.

England and Silver. 

It sometimes happens that those 
who keep their eyes and _ ears 
open are able to come by trust 
worthy information in an wunexpect- 
ed and around-about way. Mr. Alexander 
Muir, the manager of the Manchester 
and County bank, of Manchester, Eng- 
land, igs in New York spending a two 
weeks’ holiday. A reporter of The Mail 
and Express found him and proceeded to 
get his views on various matters of in- 
terest. 

Naturally the conversation turned on 
the silver question, and, in referring to 
the so-called international monetary con- 
ference, which the Harrison administra- 
tion is drumming up, Mr. Muir gives 
away a solemn secret. After declaring 
most emphatically that England will not 
consent to a bimetailic system, Mr. Muir 
says that the apparent willingness of that 
country to enter into the proposed con- 
ference is merely a political ruse on the 
part of the conservatives to gain votes 
in Lancastershire, where there has been 
something of a demand for bimetallism 
on account of the depression in the cotton 
goods trade. 

This seems to be the true inwardness 
of England’s consent to join 
in the conference, which. means 
nothing to begin with, and will accom- 
plish nothing to end with, except to 
expose the credulity of the democrats who 
are favoring the conference, and the 
hypocrisy of the republicans, And such an 
exposure will have nothing novel about 
it in either case. The country has long ago 
accustomed itself to the credulity of dem- 
ocratic politicians and the hypocrisy and 
corruption of the republican party. 

The international conference farce has 
no other basis than the credulity of dem- 
ocrats who desire to postpone action on 
the free coinage bill until after the so- 
called conference has acted, the hypocrisy 
of the republican administration, which is 
afraid to face the issue, and the desire 
of the tories to secure votes in the cotton 
manufacturing districts of England. It 
is humbug all around. We do not believe 
the democrats in congress are as credu- 
lous as they pretend to be. A minority, 
powerful enough to control matters by 


acting with the republicans, is disposed 


to cater to Wall street and the money 
power of the east, and they have seized 
on this humbug republican scheme to 
befuddle the minds of the people. 

There never was any basis or excuse 
for such a conference. It is obnoxious to 
the American spirit. The Latin union in 
Europe is quoted as a precedent. But the 
Latin union bears no real relation to the 
proposition. It is a monetary compact 
between contiguous governments, and the 
whole area comprised in the compact is 
not larger than New England. The boun- 
dary lines between these governments are 
of the character of those between the 
United States. For the convenience of the 
people they have entered into a compact 
to make their currency interchangeable. 

The northern and eastern bankers who 
are the financial agents of the foreign 
moneyed interests constitute the backbone 
of the goldbug movement in this country. 
», their interests at home and their for- 
eign connections they are pledged to fur- 
ther every movement which has for its 
purpose the increase of the value of gold. 
The dearer gold is, the more profits the 
money power will be able to reap out of 
the misfortunes. During the past twelve 
months the value of the gold dollar has. 
increased 15 cents. By so much has 
every debt increased, and every product 
of the soil decreased in value, The far- 
mers and the people who owe money are 
in the same boat. They are practically at 
the mercy of the money power, which is 
constantly engaged in its efforts to make 
gold dearer. 

It ought to be clear to any sensible 
person that the proposed international 
monetary conference is a farce and a 
fraud. France is the only European gov- 
ernment with which the United States 
government can hope to make any ar- 
rangement, and even this is unnecessary, 
for France will follow the lead of this 
country without any arrangement. Bank- 
er Muir shows clearly and briefly why 
England Goes not gnd will not favor 
bimetallism. “We do not want any change 
whatever in the monetary system,” says 
Banker Muir. ‘‘We can buy silver cheaper 
in England now than we could if bimetal- 
lism obtained, and any one can see that 
we have nothing to gain by adopting a 
double standard.” 

Banker Muir, to employ the picturesque 
idiom of Editor Halstead, gives the 
whole financial snap away. The “we” 
that Banker Muir employs stands for the 
British bankers and business men, and 
of course “any one can see that they have 
nothing to gain by adopting the double 
standard.” Why? Because they can buy 
silver cheaper in England now, 
as Banker Muir Says, than 
they could if bimetallism ob- 
tained. But why should the British bank- 

rm and business men desire silver to be 
_@ieap? The answer to that question is

Muir, however, who cannot be accused 
of either lunacy or partiality to silver, 
disposes of the goldbug argument in the 
simplest and briefest manner. He declares 
that “when the act of 1890 went into 
effect, it caused great fluctuations in 
Indian exchange in England. From one- 
fifth of a rupee, it went up to three 
fourths of a rupee.” 

In other words, when it was thought 
that the American government would 
buy silver at the highest instead of the 
lowest market price, even while refusing 
to restore to the metal its potential money 
power, the effect was pronounced in the 
English market. 

Free coinage would strengthcn and 
steady the silver markets of the world, 
and enable France to join the United 
States in remonetizing silver.

The cause of the strike, the union men say, 
is the failure of some of the dealers to abide 
by a scale of prices which was adopted by 
the union. A clause in the constitution of 
the union prevents union men from doing 
any work except according to the scale of 
prices adopted. 

Mr. W. C. Smith, president of the union, 
says the strike is no fault of the union; that 
its members have abided by the scale adopted. 
He says the dealers, who have violated their 
contracts, will not be able to get any work 
done by the union men. 

Mr. Smith says further that it is the inten- 
tion of the union to open a co-operative store 
just as soon as the stock of paper, which has 
been ordered arrives. They have on the way 
he says, 40,000 rolis of pretty patterns which 

they will be able to put up at greatly re- 
duced prices. 

All of the men employed at W. 8. O’Neal’s 
J. E. Bushnell's and J. T. Lofton & Co.'s are 
at work, but several men are out from M. 
M. Mauck’s establishment. In explanation 
of the strike Mr. Mauck says: 

“The union men wanted me to pay them 
by plece work instead of by the day, which 
I cannot do on account of a cut in prices by 
some of the paper dealers. I had to do like- 
wise. I have written to Cincinnati for men, 
and will soon be all right.” 

A number of paper dealers are in sympathy 
with the paper hangers’ union, which was 
formed to raise the profession to a higher 
standard, and they will rot long remain out 
of work. 


THE NORTHERN SOCIETY. 


A Very Important Business Meeting Held 
Last Night. 

There was a very successful and a very im- 
portant business meeting of the Northern So- 
ciety at their hall, in the old capitol building, 
last night.

The Democratic Platform. 
From The Augusta Chronicle. 

Hon. Louis F. Garrard, of Columbus, is 
entitled to the credit for the platform adopted 
by the democratic party of Georgia. Several 
of the planks in it are concessions to the de- 
mands of the farmers of the state. The plat- 
form is on the right line, and full in accord 
with the sentiments, necessities and demands 
of our people. 

Tariff reform is a strong issue for the dem- 
ocratic party to go before the country upon, 
but there are other issues just as pressing 
and vital. It has been customary for some 
people to misrepresent The Chronicle and to 
call it a high protection paper, but The 
Chronicle has always maintained that tariff 
duties and other taxes should not be collected 
from the pockets of the people in excess of 
the demands of the federal government, hon- 
estly and economically administered. While 
free trade is a fallacy and an impossibility, 
every dollar collected from the “people over 
and above what is actually needed for the 
government is public robbery. . 

The farmers of Georgia and of the south 
not only want tariff reform but financial re- 
lief as well. The one will not do without the 
other. The Georgia democracy has declared 
in favor of the free coinage of both silver 
and gold, on a fair basis of parity between the 
two metals. They demand the repeal of the 
ten-per-cent tax on currency issued by state 
banks and that the outlawry of real estate 
as security under the national bank act shall 
be repealed. Georgia should be permitted 
to manage her own banks. If the southern 
states were permitted to do this, we firmly 
believe that we would soon become financially 
independent of Wall street. There are corpo- 
rations in every southern state that are 
abundantly able to go into the banking busi- 
ness. So long as the south is dependent upon 
the government for currency so long will this 
drain continue and so long will our 
people be hewers of wood and drawers of 
water for eastern capitalists. Georgia is 
fully competent to deal with this question 
of banking, if the congress of the United 
States will repeal the monopolistic, discrim- 
inating and prohibiting features of the na- 
tional bank act. 


Give Us State Banks. 
From The New York World. 

The restoration of a state bank currency 
would go far to satisfy the discontent which 
has hitherto found expression in free silver 
advocacy. It would give to the agricultural 
regions an increased access to money in time 
of need, in the shape of a responsive cur- 
rency. It would create a currency with a 
natural tendency to stay at home, while the 
natural tendency of all the forms of currency 
now in use is to concentrate itself, when not 
actively employed, in the great money cen- 
ters, there to become more or less perma- 
nently entangled in speculation, leaving the 
country without it at times of special need. 


Under certain general provisions congress 
might enact as the condition of exemption 
from taxation on note issues, the system 
would become a powerful agent for the pro- 
tection of the gold reserve from foreign 
drain, and at the same time minister largely 
and wholesomely to the more extended use of 
the silver coins now idle in the treasury 
vaults.

And the Assessors Find That AtlantalIs a 


Millionand a Half Richer Than She 
Wasa Year Ago. 


A million and a half dollars! 

That's a mighty snug fortune, but it’s just 
the amount Atlanta’s taxable property has in- 
creased within the past year. 

And that’s without the personalty, too. 

The tax assessors, Messrs. Meador, Malone 
and Keith, closed their books, as the law pro- 
vides, and yesterday and last night when 
they made their red ink marks over the large 
pages of the big ledgers Atlanta’s wealth was 
pretty well known. 

Of course the assessors were proud when the 
balance was struck and the people of Atlanta 
generally will be prouder still when they 
know the result. 

In 1891 Atlanta’s taxable property, both 
real and personal, was $48,707,950. Of that 


amount $34,502,618 represented the value of» 


the real estate. The increase in real estate 
alone this year is shown by the books to be 


$1,500,000, while the personalty has grown 


over that of '91 in the same proportion. 

But the greatest about it all is that over one 
million of that million and a half comes from 
new buildings which have gone up within the 
past year. 

And not from any increase in the assessed 
vaule of property over ‘91. 

The assessors have had a hard siege of it. 
They have been worked day and night for 
weeks past, and as the time for closing drew 
nearer their work grew harder. It was with 
an anxious. impatient eye that they watched 
the clock all day yesterday, each minute grow- 
ing more and more weary. And then when 
the clock struck 5 and their work was done 
they closed the big books with a bang which 
resounded throughout the city hall. When 
the books were shut up the ink was hardly 
dry on the page where Hon. John Thomas 
Glenn’s property was given a value. 

“It’s hard work,’ said Mr. Meador as he 
sighed, “and I’m awful glad we are through. 
For three days we have had no rest abt all 
and yesterday and today we were compelled 
to go without dinner, so great was the rush 
of the taxpareys.’’ 

“‘Are you satisfied with the result?’’ 

“Better than ever before in my life,’ 
answered Mr. Malone, the veteran who has 
spent a life in the assessor’s office. 

‘‘People will hardly be able this year,’’ put 
in Mr. Keith, “to say anything about an in- 
crease in valuation of property.’’ 

“And why?’ 

‘“‘Because,’’ said Mr. Meador, “of the million 
and a half over one million comes from build- 
ings which have gone up since the last assess- 
ment was made. That’s mighty good, ain’t 
it?’’ 

‘‘Which ward has increased the most?’’ was 
asked. 

“Oh, the sixth of course. You see there’s 
the new Equitable, the Arragon, Mr. Collier’s 
new hotel; the Franklin printing house and 
DeGive’s new opera house. All these are fine 
buildings and alone give the ward a big start. 
That ward shows an increase equal almost 
to the other five wards.”’ 

‘“‘What ward comes next?’ 

“The first and second follow the sixth, but 
are together considerably less. They are 
mighty near even, too.

NEW YORK, May 20.—Spot sales in 
Liverpool this morning were 8,000 bales. 
Spinners are reported as showing less anxiety 
to buy. Futures opened at a slight advance, 
lost it and subsequently improved again, clos- 
ing firm at the highest of the day and 2-64d 
over last evening. The controlling influence 
has been the news of the flood. The distri- 
bution of the waters along the northern course 
of the rivers seems to be the only hope of 
salvation for the levees protecting the cotton 
country. At some of e points along the 
southern half of the Mississippi river a 
slight falling in the water is reported, due to 
the extended avenue over which the more 
northerly rise is becoming extended, and 
strong hopes are felt that any serious danger 
to cotton is averted. In our own market the 
trading has been dull at an advance of from 
3 to 4 points, which is purely in response 
to the improvement abroad.” But little appre- 
hension seems to be felt with regard to the 
flood, and whatever of bull sentiment has been 
created, is purely the result of the high water. 
With any definite information that it is re- 
ceding it is to be feared that lower prices 
will result. 

During the afternoon the market showed 
rather more strength, shorts became nervous, 
and by their covering advanced prices to 7.50 
for August, at which figure the market closed 
steady. 

A recount of the Norfolk stock results in 
an addition of 8,000 bales to the weekly 
movement, which will therefore be in excess 
of last year. Our St. Louis correspondent 
wires us as follows: ‘“‘Signal service officer 
told me yesterday that enough water was 
going down the river to make it a foot and 
a half over the levees in Mississippi and Ar- 
Kansas, but it will take several days to reach 
them.””

CHICAGO, May 20.—Commission houses 
who have been praying that the market 
would get out of the rut are well pleased 
today. They are very much more pleased 
than the speculators who were going to make 
their fortune selling corn short around 40 
cents. 

Foreign markets except Antwerp are all 
higher presumably in sympathy with ours. 
Receipts are light; movement light; clearances 
disappointing; but the rain and_= cold 
weather hold possession of the country, and 
the prospects for a grain crop in 1892 grow 
daily less hopeful. There is considerable 
talk about the freezing weather, as predicted 
for tonight, in the northwest. We- would 
hardly want to buy wheat on the strength 
of damage by that, especizlly when the re 
ports are so numerous from the region in 
which the frost is expected, that a very small 
poition of the grain has been sown. We do 
think, however, that the spring wheat seeding 
is very backward, and the extremely wet 
weather in the winter wheat region is liable 
to make a light crop in many localities. It 
is true, as the bears say, that wheat will grow 
and look fine with an abundance of rain. It 
is also true, which they do not state, that 
there is great danger in a wet season of ex- 
tremely hot sunshiny days after showers, 
which, coming at a critical time, just before 
maturity, is more than likely to produce dis- 
astrous results. The tendency of the market 
shows that speculators are becoming more 
fearful of the corn than of the wheat crop. 
Late planting, wet soil, plenty of weeds, and 
a poor stand are some of the calamities they 
see before them now. We feel, however, that 
the advance has been -quite radical and that 
the chances are that the closing prices today 
and a few minutes after the opening tomor- 
row are likely to be the high figure in grain, 
especially corn, for the present. ‘There seems 
tc be nq particular deal in May or cash corn, 
but they have been trading for May deliver 
fot a great many months, and it is inpos«i- 
tle fur anybody to mak: a reasonable guess 
ef the amount of shoitage. So many peuple 
could see nothing but the 2,000,000,000 crop 
growing last year, and have sola very reck- 
lessly, regardiess of the amount sonsumed 
and the demand created by the shortage in 
the previous crop. As a usual consequence 
the advance in corn has started the hog prod- 
yet all along the line, and the demand for

. In appointing a receiver to take charge 
of the assets of an insolvent corporation under 
a petition in the nature of a creditor's bill, it 
is not error to withhold from the receiver as- 
sets upon which there are large mortgage 
liens, even though the value of the assets may 
be considerably in excess of the amount of 
the mortgages, provision being made in the 
order of appointment for turning over such 
excess to the receiver when it shall be realized 
through the exercise of a power of sale em- 
braced in the mortgage deeds. 

2. A creditor of a corporation by promis- 
sory note on which some of the stockholders 
or directors are endorsers may, as further se- 
curity for the debt, take bona fide from the 
corporation a mortgage upon some of the cor- 

vrate property, even if the corporation be 
nsolvent at the time of its execution, and 
may afterwards enforce such mortgage by 
exercising a power of sale therein contained. 
And that the endorsers may incidentally be 
benefited by enforcing the mortgage, consti- 
tutes no valid reason why the mortgage 
should be enjoined or why the mortgaged 
property should be placed in the hands of a 
receiver. If other creditors have any right 
to exonerate the mortgaged property by com- 
pelling the endorsers to pay the debt, they 
may advance the money to the mortgage cred- 
itor and demand an assignment of the note 
and mortgage, but they cannot force the 
mortgagee to proceed against the endorsers at 
his own expense. 

3. After corporate assets, in consequence of 
a mortgage made by the stockholders or di- 
rectors of a corporation, have been applied in 
ease or exoneration of such stockholders or 
directors, whether creditors of the corpora- 
tion who suffer by reason of the diminution of 
the assets thus withdrawn, can, on the doc- 
trine of subrogation or any other principle of 
law, compel the. stockholders or directors so 
benefited to account for the same, quaere. 

4. It being alleged that one of the mort-

2. In the present case the right to dower 
turns upon the question of a real, as distin- 
guished from a mere colorable sale and con- 
veyance, and not upon the payment or non- 
payment of the purchase money in the life- 
time of the husband. If the sale was real, 
and the purchase money was really due and 
owing by the purchaser as a bona fide debt 
against inn, the dower would be as effect- 
ually barred ho if all the purchase money 
had been paid. 

3. As the husband has the legal right to 
intend the defeat of dower and to effectuate 
the intention, provided he did it by an actual 
and real conveyance, his will, subsequently 
executed, in which he made no provision 
whatever for his wife, would throw no light 
on “the present controversy, which is simply 
whether the conveyance was real or only 
colorable and pretended. 

4. As tending to show a motive for endeav- 
oring to defeat dower without parting with 
dominion and real ownership, evidence of fam- 
ily disturbances between the husband and 
wife, and between her and one of his children 
by a former marriage, is relevant.

Be- 
fore Judge Boynton. Rockdale superior 
court. 

1. The tax in question (acts of 1890-1, Vol. 
1, p. 42) is a tax on the business of selling 
sewing machines, irrespective of the state 
or country in which the machines are manu- 
factured; and the statute is not unconstitu- 
tional because it imposes a tax on that busi- 
ness without taxing other business and occu- 
pations, nor because it is not uniform with the 
method of returning and collecting taxes on 
property, nor because it prescribes a penalty 
for violation of its requirements. The tax is 
uniform upon all business of the same class. 

®. The burden was on the state of proving 

the allegation in the indictment that the 
machines dealt in by the accused, he being 
a merchant, were of the manufacture therein 
designated, and that the company manufactur- 
ing the same had not paid the tax required 
by law to be paid into the oflice of the comp- 
troller-general, the faet of payment or non- 
payment of the tax by such company not rest- 
ing peculiarly within the knowledge of the ac- 
cused, and the means of proving the allegation 
being at least as accessible to the state as 
to him. 

3. Ky ordering sewing machines at the re- 
quest of persons wishing to buy them, receiv- 
ing them when sent in pursuance of the order 
and delivering them to the purchasers, a mer- 
chant does not engage in the business of sell- 
ing sewing machines, nor become a dealer in 
them or an agent to sell them, within the 
meaning of the 9th section of the general tax 
act approved December 26, 1890.

Fulton Bagging & Cotton Mills v. Wilson. Mas- 
ter and servant. Contracts. Negligence. 
Statutes. Before Judge Van Epps. City 
court of Atlanta. 

1. The rule that, as between employer and 
employe, the latter in the contraet of hiring 
may assume all risks appertaining to the 
service, save such as arise from criminal neg- 
ligence, was declared in the case of Western 
& Atlantic R. R. v. Bishop, 50 Ga. 465, de- 
cided by a full bench in 1872. This case wa 
followed and applied in W. & A. R. R. Y¥. 
Strong, and Hendricks v.. W. ° 
Ga. 461, 467. It was also recog 
authority in 1876, in Galloway v. W. & A. R. 
R. 57 Ga. 512, and again in 1883, in Cook v. 
Same, 72 Ga. 48. The acquiescence of the leg- 
islature in the principle for so long a time is 
strong, if not decisive, evidence of the public 
policy of this state touching the question, more 
especially as legislative attention must have 
been called to the subject when the act of 
1876, code Sec. 4586(b), was passed, which 
deals with criminal negligence of railroad em- 

loyes but forbears to interfere with the prior 
aw as to other employes or as to employers 
generally. Under these circumstances, this 
court, on a review of the above mentioned 
cases, declines to overrule them, but on the 
contrary affirms the same in so far as they 
are unmodified by the statute just cited touch- 
ing railroad employes.

to his person or otherwise, he may sustain 
while thus employed, whether it arises from 
explosion, or the machinery, or accident, or 
the negligence or misconduct of himself or 
any other person employed by the company, 
or from any other cause,’’ were intended by 
the parties to cover all negligence including 
that of the employer in failing to keep the 
machinery in safe condition and in omitting to 
have it properly inspected to ascertain its 
condition.

Poole v. Georgia Railroad & Banking Company.

A railway company selling a ticket at a 
way station for a train soon to pass is bound 
to stop the train long enough to afford the 
purchaser reasonable time to board it in 
safety; and if he, without.any delay beyond 
that which is forced upon him bv passengers 
coming out of the car and crowding upon the 
platform, endeavors to get aboard just as the 
train is starting off, and is injured in conse- 
quence of the too hasty starting of the train, 
which caused the door of the car to close 
suddenly, it not being securely fastened back, 
he is prima facie entitled to recover.

Luckie v. Johnston Brothers. Principal and 
agent.

1. The authority of an agent to collect need 
not be express, but may be implied: and 
where a bill for goods previously sold by him 
for the house he represents, together with a 
bill for goods sold directly by the house to 
the same customer, is sent to an agent and 
both bills are by the latter presented to the 
customer, who peye both, whether under all 
circumstances the sending of the bill to the 
agent implies authority in him to collect the 
money is a question of fact for the jury. 
That the bills had printed upon their face in 
small letters the words ‘‘bills pavable at this 
office only,’’ which the debtor did not notice 
and of which he had no knowledge at the 
time he made the payment, would not neces- 
sarily negative the authority, if from the 
other circunistances it could be fairly im- 
plied.
